and, heart of the’ matter, Shakespeare's 
portraits of women have never been sur- 
passed—women of all ranks, of all ages, 
from the queen to the dairymaid, from 
fifty to “fifteen; and if you ‘think of. it, 
from Cleopatra .to Miranda, fromthe 
|| Princess: of courtesans to the most inno- 
cent and virginal of all ‘the daughters 
of women, what a range it is; he has the 
whole Empire of femininity at his. com- 
mand." ore . ‘ 
Touching upon the; chief weapon, of 
‘woman,’ her tongue, the lecturer remark- 
ed that he learocd from Shakespeare 
that if that failed. she can always scratch, 
and if they turned to tha’ plays, with 
Shakespeare's medioval women, they 
wouldi find they very often mentioned 
their aails. They called them their ‘ten 
commandments, and they would also ob- 
serve that, though they often threatened 


to scratch, as a’rule it ‘would appear to 


be unnecessary; their tongue was quite 
enough.

SOCIETY'S APPEAL TO History. | - 


PETITION TO THE PRIME 
SEN ISTE, : 


The ‘petition ta the Prime Minister,’ 
promotea by the Simplined. Spebting 
Society, for a Koya; Commission to ex- 
Amine the question ot English spelling, 
Was discussed af wu mevting od the sovicty 
held at University College recently. Dr. 
Reginald * Macgn, former aster 
University College, Oxtord, p&esided. 

Sir Marx HUNTER, the organising 
secretary, gave & concise account of the 
Activities. of the society duringrths past 
year,- At'the close of 1023 his committee 
reviewed the situation, and canie to thy 
conclusion that the time had come fo 
make an organised. effort ‘to induce’ the 
authorities to institute a public inquiry 
into the whole question ot English spel- 
ling. Le was therefore resolved to take 
up again the petition to the Prime Minis- 
ter, which was: promoted before the war. 
When first launched, the petition receiv- 
ed, about 6,000 signatures, docludiag 
Fmany names that carried. weight. © It 
wna resolved to muke appeals to particu- 
lar bodies andiclasses ot persons, accom- 
panied by pamphlets and to meet ‘the 
objections. of those addressed. ‘This had 
constituted a great part of the ‘work in 
thé past year, and he thought he could 
say that the response had beedl gratify- 
ing. The general result had been. that 


the signatures to the petition had been | 


raised” to 13,000, The appeal .to «the 
‘Universities had raised the number of 
select names from 223 to over 500, and 
most of the Universities in the: Empire 
were represented... The appeal to: the 
Public Schools, with one ‘or two excep- 
tions," had: been disappointing..
